May it Please Your Excellency. 


We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1912. 

Mr. Charles F. Falls, M.A., has succeeded Mr. William Cooney, J.P., as Coo,-tit\uion of 
Commissioner representing the Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education, otherwise Commission, 
the members of the Board, both appointed and elected, remain the same as those for 
1911. The names of the Commissioners are given infra, Appendix A, No. 1, p. 10. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 18, April 2i5, July 25, and October 10. Meetings and 
At the meeting of January 18 we elected Anthony Traill, Esquire, LL.D., M.D., Attendsnoes. 
Provost, T.C.D., to be our Chairman, and Right Rev. Monsignor Byrne, P.P., V.G., 
to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table of the attendances of the Com- 
missioners is given infra. Appendix A, No. IV., p. 11. 

The Standing Committee held seventeen meetings during the year. The names standing ' 
of the Commissioners constituting the Standing Committee are given infra, Committed. 
Appendix A, No. II., p. 10, and a Table of attendances of the Standing Committee 
will be found in Appendix A, No. V., p. 11. 

In a note to our Report for 1911 we stated that on January 18, 1912, the Office Staff, 
vacancy caused by the resignation of our former Clerk, Mr. Arthur C. Ellis, B.L., 

LL.B., had been filled by the appointment of Mr. T. P. Craig. Since then Mr. 

Craig has successfully passed the necessary examination prescribed for his office, 
and having obtained a Civil Service Certificate, he is now an established member 
of our Staff. Our other officers remain the same as for some previous years. Their 
names are given in Appendix A, No. III., p. 10.

In i^tituting a comparison between the above figures and those for the year 
1911, it is to be borne in mind that the present returns include, in the case of the 
Carysfort Endowment, a period of fifteen montlis, viz,, from October 1, 1911, to 
December 31, 1912. Hitherto the financial year for that Endowment has run from 
October 1 to September 30, but for the sake of uniformity it has been decided, on 
the suggestion of the Auditor, to regard December 31 as the closing date for this 
account, in common with the other accounts in the hands of the Commissioners. 
As a result, additional income amounting to £59 5s. 5c?.— Rents, £55 17s. 8d.-, 
Miscellaneous Receipts, £3 7s. 2d . — and additional expenditure amounting to 
£53 8s. 4c?.— Educational purposes, £53 ; other outgoings, £0 8s. 4c?.— are included 
on the present occasion, although not, strictly speaking, within the year’s operations 
It is necessary, accordingly, that the following observations should be read subiect 
to these figures. 

Income . — Compared with the previous year, our gross income from all sources 
shows an increase of £43 3s. 5d., the figures -being £6,427 16s, 7d. in 1912 as against 
£6,384 13s. 2d. in 1911. Rent receipts are reduced by nearly £7, and were It not 
for the additional Carysfort rent, mentioned above, the reduction would be much 
more pronounced, owing to the fact that the collection effected on the Tyrone Estate 
was not so successful as that of the previous year. On the other hand. Dividends 
show an increase of more than £50, as the result of larger payments made by the 
Land Commission in respect of “ Interest in lieu of Rent ” due to us out of the three 
^tates sold under the Irish Land Act, 1903. Miscellaneous Receipts, which vary 
from year to year, are on the present occasion reduced by £l 8^. Sd. 

Exfenditure.—OMV ordinary expenditure on estate outgoings, cost of manage- 
ment, etc., may be regarded as normal although on paper it shows a reduction 'of 
more than £21 This seeming reduction, however, is explained by the fact that 
liabilities which had accrued in 1912 remained undischarged at the close of the 
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financial year, claims in respect of them not having been then received. The 
amount applied to educational purposes during the year stands greater than that 
of the previous period by £160 18s. 6^^., the figures being £4,796 Os. 3c?. in 1911, and 
£4,956 18s. in 1912. But we must allow for the extra sum mentioned above 
(Carysfort Endowment) of £53; so that the increased amount applied to educational 
purposes is really £107 18s, 6d. 

Balances . — Our Income for the year exceeded our Expenditure by £16 14s. 11<£., 
and the sum total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1912, was accordingly 
greater by that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the 
previous year. 

Caf ital . — No change has taken place during the year in the nature of the 
Securities held by the Board, and our Stock Account remains as it was at the date 
of our last Report. 

ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

The Schools sharing in these Endowments continue, on the whole, to be efficiently 
conducted. The returns dealing with the School Rolls, the Educational Results, 
and the condition of the School Buildings are, speaking generally, of a satisfactory 
character. For full particulars on these points we would refer to the Reports of 
our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the various Schools last 
autumn. These Reports will be found in Appendix C, pp. 25-30. 

The total number on the Rolls of the Schools under the control of the Local 
Boards for the year 1911-12, viz., 747, is substantially less than that for the year 
1910-11, when the total was 771, and bears a still stronger contrast to the year 
1909-10, when the record number of 820 was reached. It is to be hoped that this 
reduction is only temporary in character. 

The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1912 
was 443, or 87 per cent, of the gross Intermediate Rolls, as compared_ with 88 per 
cent, in the previous year. For this falling off, which is almost negligible, ample 
compensation is to be found in the fact that although the general S^chool Rolls 
show a reduction of 24, the number submitted to examination was 443 as against 
441 in the previous year. 

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools, taken 
as a whole, continues creditable, the percentage of Passes being 64'3, as compared 
with a percentage of 62'3 in 1911. The general percentage of Passes for the whole 
country was 55 in 1912, and 54 in 1911. It will thus be seen that in this respect 
the particular Schools with which we are dealing still maintain their superiority, 
which in 1911 was represented by a percentage of 8, and in 1912 by a percentage 
of 9. 

With one exception, viz., Raphoe, the state of the Buildings of those Schools 
sharing in the Endowments may be regarded as satisfactory. The condition of 
Enniskillen and Dungannon Royal Schools is now better than it has been for many 
years. The main building of Cavan Royal School is also in fair repair, and although 
the interior of Armagh Royal School needs some attention, the exterior leaves little 
to be desired. The Schools under the Roman Catholic Boards, being comparatively 
modern, are all in a good state, and a special word of recognition is due to the many 
improvements recently effected in St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. As has been the 
case for years past the condition of Raphoe premises is still far from satisfactory. 
However, one classroom has recently been done up, and, as the result of an energetic 
local effort, a considerable sum (about £350) is now available, and should go far 
towards effecting the most pressing repairs. 

Of the twelve Schools selected by the Local Board of Education, we are satisfied 
that eleven have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify them 
to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence 
of this qualification the Certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, who visited 
each of the Schools in September, 1912. See Appendix C, pp. 25-27. Particulars 
as to the disqualification of the twelfth School are also set forth in the same 
Appendix, p. 27.

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j,oeaI Boai'cis. We print in Appendix U, pp. 32-44, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards 

of Education. The amount distributed among those Boards for the benefit of their 
respective School Districts was £3,264, allocated as follows: — Armagh, £4.30; 
Cavan, £255; Donegal, £224; Fermanagh, £952; and Tyrone, £1,403. 

We also paid to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic Board the income of their respective Building Funds ; and to the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board the rent received for Portora Point. 


OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment . — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, in- 
cluding dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Abbeyleix 
Schools, and small Miscellaneous Receipts, was £989 6^. 4rf. as compared Avith 
£932 176'. Or/, for the previous year, the explanation of the difference being that 
the Land Commission made larger remittances in respect of “ Interest in lieu of 
Rent ” in 1912 than in 1911. The amounts allocated to the several Schools having 
claims on the Endowment, after payment of the necessary outgoings, were as 
follow: — King's Hospital, OxmantOAvn, £155 196’. 4r?. ; Preston School, Navan, 
£433 10s. 2d.; and Preston School, Abbeyleix, £345 lls. Id. 

Preston School, Navan . — On page 31 we print the Report of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s Inspector. We regret to say that in respect of attendance the Returns 
accompanying the Report show no improvement, the figures being Roll 16. average 
attendance 13, as compared with 18 and 13, respectively, in 1911. At the Inter- 
mediate Examinations in 1912 three pupils were successful as compared with four 
pupils in 1911. 

The Governing Body being anxious to extend the usefulness of this EndoAvment 
applied to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for an Amend- 
ing Scheme empowering them inter alia to devote a portion of the funds to the 
founding of Scholarships, and, w^e having expressed our concurrence in the appli- 
cation, the necessary authority Avas obtained in July, 1912. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. — We print, infra, page 31, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The Roll is not quite so strong as that of 
last year 21 taking the place of 23. Of the 12 pupils available, 10 Avere presented 
for the Intermediate Examinations, and 5 passed, that is 50 per cent. — a result aaFIcIi 
compares favourably with the 41 per cent, of the previous year. 

Carysfort Endowment . — The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
EndoAvraent still continues to be five, tAvo being under Protestant and three under 
Roman Catholic management. The total sura available for educational purposes 
Avas £190, Avhich Ave divided equally between the two religious denominations. The 
National Board Inspectors classify one of the Schools as “ Good ” and four as 
“ Fair.” This estimate of the educational efficiency of the Schools is not quite so 
satisfactory as that of last year, AA'hen tw'O were pronounced “ Good,” and three 
“ Fair.” The unsuitable premises at Muchlagh are still in use, but as a site for a 
neAv building has been procured, and an advance sanctioned by the Commissioners 
of National Education, Ave have every expectation that the AA'ork of erecting a modern 
schoolhouse in this locality aaoII soon be undertaken. 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick . — During the year Ave distributed bet\A-een 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £216 13s. \\d. The Iaa-o Schools 
sharing in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory manner, as 
shown by the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, AA'hich is given infra, p. 
31. 


The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk . — Tavo Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for 
eight pupils, and the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for twenty-tAvo pupils. 
We divided the sum of £52 het-AA^een them in the proportion of these numbers. 
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Bank’s Endowment, Eyrecourt. — The Trustees of this Endowment not being in 
a position to submit a plan for its application, we consulted the Manager of Eyre- 
court National School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, and decided to 
continue the application of the funds in that School to a purpose similar to that to 
which they had been applied in preceding years, viz., the teaching of such technical 
subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, etc. The sum available was £16 5s. lOfZ. The 
Report of the National Board Inspector states : — “ Very satisfactory progress has 
been made since last visit. Collective teaching has been adopted, and the pupils 
have all provided suitable work-bags. A large number of useful garments were 
made by pupils in 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8th standards.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments — We paid the 
following sums as prizes to Preparatory Grade pupils in the various localities, on 
condition that the money should be applied towards the payment of the winners’ 
school fees for the ensuing year : — £12 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of 
Leighlin and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, 
£28 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, and £36 to 
pupils of Schools in King’s County (Banagher Royal School DivStrict). 

In connection with the Banagher Endowment, we also distributed a sum of 
£35 as grants to the seven Intermediate Schools in the King’s County. 

Lattone School (Anne Hall Endowment). — The portion of the income of this 
Endowment, applicable to Lattone School, is being devoted to the reduction of the 
debt incurred in repairing and enlarging the old schoolhouse. The report of the 
Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector is printed, infra, page 31. 

Limerick Diocesan School Endowment. — There was no expenditure in respect 
of this Endowment during the year, and on December 31st last,. the property in our 
possession, in addition to the School premises, consisted of £63 Is. M. Government 
Stock, £179 13.S. l\d. Railway Stock, and £125 3s. \ld. cash, the gross income for the 
year being £32 2s. 4f/. 

INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION. 

In November last out Standing Committee had under consideration the pro- 
posed increased Grant of £40,000 for the benefit of Intermediate Education in 
Ireland, and in view of the differences of opinion which had arisen as to the method 
of distribution to be adopted, they invited the various Local Boards and Heads of 
Schools open to receive grants from our funds to offer suggestions which in their 
opinion would tend to a settlement of those differences. After considering the 
replies received the following resolution was unanimously adopted and ordered to 
be forwarded to the Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland : — 

" That in the opinion of the Standing Committee it is desirable that 
all teachers in Intermediate Schools should be enrolled on a register under 
appropriate and equitable conditions and that the grant should be allocated 
to teachers so registered.” 

At a subsequent meeting of the Board we approved of the action taken by the 
Standing Committee in this matter. 


ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

In Appendix B, IV., and V., pp. 22-23, we give Summaries of our Rentals for 
the year 1910-11, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. 

Rentals. — As compared with last year, the gross rental on the present occasion 
shows an increase of £2 15s. Of?., the figures being £1,848 4s. Of?, now, as against 
£1,845 9,?. Of?, in 1911. Carysfort remains unchanged; Tyrone Rental proper is 
diminished by 7s. as the result of a reduction of rent in respect of a plot acquired 
for a labourer’s cottage; and Tyrone Bog Rental, which varies from year to year, is 
increased by £3 2s. Of/. 
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Arrears . — The general condition of the arrears compares favourably with that 
of last year ; the sum total having been reduced from £1,660 135. 6<f . to £1,639 3s. lOd 
Taking the Estates separately, Carysfort, at the date the account was rendered 
(May 1, 1912), showed that exactly a year’s rent had been received, and that the 
arrears (£35) remained unchanged, but it should be added that during the following 
month a sum of £13 19s. ^d. was collected. On the Tyrone Estate the net improve'- 
ment amounts to £21 9s. M., the arrears on the Rental Proper having been decreased 
by £26 3s. bd., and those on the Bog Rental increased by £4 13s. 9c?. This is the 
fourth consecutive year in which the Agent of the Tyrone Estate is able to report a 
reduction, and, in this respect, the result may be regarded as not unsatisfactory. It 
is to be pointed out, however, that although old arrears have been recovered, fresh 
arrears have been allowed to accrue, and in consequence the net effect on the Rental is 
much less favourable than it otherwise would have been. We have several times 
impressed on the Agent the necessity of permitting no new cases of arrears to arise, 
and we propose to adhere to that policy as closely as possible in all future dealinos 
with this estate.

GENERAL REPORT 

With regard to the IssPECTiON for the Year 1911-1912 of the Schools selected by the 
Local Boards of Education to share in the 

Ulster Royal School Endowments. 


As Inspector appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the school year 1911-1912, I made 
my Inspection of these Schools in September, 1912. Tiie number of such schools on the present occasion 
is similar to that of last year, viz., twelve, the Fennanagh Protestant Boai'd having again ‘’selected” the 
Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, in addition to Enniskillen Royal School. 

The subjoined Table shows the accommodation of the Schools and the numbers on their Rolls 
respectively : —

School lloUti. — The total number of pupils on the rolls for the year just closed is 747. This is 
a marked contrast to the returns for the years 1909-10 and 1910-11, when the numbers were 820 
(the highest ever reached) and 771, respectively. The present number is the lowest recorded since 
1905-06, when the figures were 705, and when, be it remembered, there were only eleven schools 
under review, whereas now there are twelve. Further, in the report for 1910-11, when the return 
compared unfavourably with that of the previous year, it was urged that a natural explanation for 
at least a portion of the reduction could be found in the fact that two of the schools had been 
disorganised during the year through changes in their Hpaclmastei'ship.s. On the present occasion, 
however, no such argument is available, as all the schools wer’e in full working order throughout 
the year. 

If the figures be analysed it will be found that the number of boarders is reduced by 13, and of 
day pupils by 11, and, if we distinguish between the sexes, the boys’ roll is weaker by 14, and the 
girls’ by 10. The most substantial reductions are noticeable in Armagh Royal School, 8; Ennis- 
killen Royal School, 16; and St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, 10. The number of boarders in 
Armagh and Enniskillen Royal Schools is reduced by 10 and 14, respectively — the only plausible 
explanation which suggests itself being that the class for which these schools cater is a diminishing 
one — possibly through the effects of recent land legislation. The two schools which alone show 
increased rolls are St. Eunan’s, Letterkenny, 6, and St. Macarten’s, Monaghan. 12. 

The gross Intermediate rolls this year number 506, of whom 443 were presented for exami- 
nation, that is 87 per cent., as compared with 88 per cent, last year. The falling-off is almost 
negligible, and the percentage compares very favourably with that of many of the preceding years. 
The majority of the schools present practically their full available roll, but it is suggested that in a 
couple of instances a more exhaustive number might, with advantage, be submitted to examination. 

Eduaational Efficiency. — Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the 
schools, taken as a whole, have done creditably. The successful candidates number 285 out of 443 
presented for examination, that is, the percentage of “Passes” is 64 — an improvement on that of 
last year, which was 62. The percentage for the country as a whole is also higher, 55 taking the 
place of 54. Comparing, then, the results of the particular schools with which we are dealing 
with the general results for the whole country, we find that last year they were as 62 is to 54, and 
on the present occasion they are as 64 is to 55. Thus the schools selected to share in the Endow- 
ments still maintain their higher percentage of “Passes,” and this year the superiority is repre- 
sented by a percentage of 9 as against one of 8 last year. Taking the sexes separately, the boys 
did slightly better than the girls, and this is also the case in the general results. 

Of the twelve selected schools, five have an increased percentage of “ Passes ” to their credit, 
the most notable being Raphoe Royal School, which scores 54 as against 26 last year; Royal School, 
Dungannon, 75 as against 48; and St. Patrick’s Cavan, 61 as against 44. On the other hand, St. 
Patrick’s Armiagh, Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, and St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, have 
suffered rather serious reductions. The percentage of the Armagh School has fallen from 75 to 
63; that of the Ladies’ Collegiate School from 62 to 50; and that of St. Macarten’s from 77 to 58. 
It will be noted that Raphoe Royal School has made a very pronounced recovery, which is a 
favourable augury for the new Headmaster, and in connection with St, Macarten’s, it should be 
mentioned that what has been lost in quantity has been made good in quality — the character of the 
distinctions gained being highly creditable. 

A close examination of the resirlts obtained by the various schools goes to show that the vast 
majority of the failures this year occurred in Arithmetic and Algebra, French also betrayed some 
weakness, but in a minor degree. On the other hand the results obtained in English were more 
than usually successful. 

Equipment, etc. — The Buildings, taken as a whole, are now in very fair condition, 
and the teaching appliances and equipment — ^if we except some of the desks — are sufficient and 
suitable. Raphoe Royal School, of course, leaves much to be desired, but the crying claims of' 
the girls’ classroom have at last been met, and as the Local Board have realised a substantial sum, 
as the result of a highly successful bazaar, other improvements on a larger scale are about being 
undertaken. Enniskillen and Dungannon Royal Schools are in a very good state of repair. The 
same may be said of the exterior of Armagh Royal School, bub some parts of the interior need 
attention. St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, has been greatly improved, much painting has been done, 
electric light has been installed, and three fine baths supplied. 

In connection with the buildings, the following points deserve attention; — 

.■irmnr/h Boyal School. — The middle dormitory and some passages need repair. 

St. I’ntrick’x College, Ariiififih. — The dampness in N.W. corner of large dormitory is growing 
very pronounced. 

Cavan Boyal Sch.nol. — The defective plaster at the S.'W. corner has not been replaced, 

Boyal School, Einiuhillen. — The exterior side wails of the Infirmary should be dressed. 

jS7. Mucarten’s, Monaf/han . — More attention should be paid to ventilation. 

St. Michael’n, l•J■nnislcill■en.. — The damp spot in recreation room (residential quarters) is growing, 
and, so far, has not been seen to. 
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Heulfh, etc. — Tlie schools present practically a clean bill of health, no epidemic of any sort 
having occurred during the year. Generally the attendance was good, bub iu Raphoe Royal School, 
and St. Michael’s, Enniskillen, it was only fair, and the attendance of day boys’ at Enniskillen Royal School 
also leaves something to be desired. On the othei' liand, tlie boys’ department of St. Patrick’s, Dungsinnon, 
allows impi'oveinent in this respect. It is satisfactory to bn able to state that the important subject of Drill 
is now receiving much more attention generally than was formerly the case. In nine of the schools 
Drill finds a regular place on the programme; in one school instruction is given iir a desultory manner, 
and only in two schools has no provision so far been made for this important subject. 

Fri-.e Places. — All the schools advertised Free Education for at least two pupils as prescribed 
by Section 59 of the Scheme. Three of the schools attracted no applicants, and in two cases there 
was no competition, the number of candidates not exceeding the number of places offered. In 
most of the other schools the competition was keen, and the standard of answering proportionately 
high. 

Local hoai fls. — Some individual members leave much to be desired in the matter of attendance, 
hut all the Boards, as such, have carried out their duties zealously and efficiently under the Scheme. 
It is the practice of some of the Boards to co-opt members who have again and again been dis- 
qualified through non-attendance — in such cases it would seem desirable to introduce new blood. 
Minutes and Accounts are well kept, the latter, as a rule, being written up to date. 

Ladies’ Colh(/iate School, Enniskillen-.— I regret to find myself again unable to certify this 
school as ” qualified ” to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The conditions iu which 
it has been found wanting for the school year just concluded are : — 

1. The Scheme requires that Intermediate Education shall have been regularly afforded 
during the year to twenty pupils of the prescribed age, each of whom shall have made not less 
than one hundred attendances. There were only fourteen such pupils. 

2. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School shall have "passed ” 
at the recent Intermediate Examinations. The number who so passed was only three. 

Schedule. I. Qualified Schools.— \Nith the exception of the Ladies’ Collegiate School, above 
referred to, I am satisfied that all the necessary conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg to report 
the compliance by each of the other eleven schools with the requirements of the Sdieme m respect 
of the school year ended August 1, 1912. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the 
subject of further reference in iny detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

Detailed Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector- 


I. Armayh Protestant Board oj Education. — The irregularity in the representation of the General Assembly 

referred to in last report has been set right. Five meetings were held during the year, and the attendance 
was satisfactory, The Board give much attention to the affairs of the School, but they are handicapped 
for funds, as the mere maintenance of the premises forms a considerable item of expenditure. The Free 
Place competition is now fairly keen. At the last examination there were six candidates, three of whom 
scored over 77 per cent., and the highest 88 per cent. 

Armagh Royal School. — The total roll is reduced by 8, a smaller number of boarders accounting for the 
change. The Intermediate Results, however, are improved, the percentage of " passes ’’ being 56 as 
against 52 last year, and were it not for failures in Arithmetic and Algebra iir Middle Grade — an experi- 
ence by no means peculiar to this School — a much higher percentage Avould have been reached. With 
the exception just mentioired, Mathematics were very satisfactory. Latin has partially recovered, 
but it still requires much care in tke junior classes. Modern languages, as usual, were very successfully 
taught, so too was Englisli, except in Preparatory Grade. The exterior of the premises is now in excellent 
oi'der, but one of the dormitories, some passages, and the entrance to Headma.ster‘s quarters require 
attention. 

II. Armagh Roman Catholic Board oj Education. — No change has taken place in the constitution of this Board 

although one member — w'ho I am informed lias been re-co-opted — was disqualified through non-attendance. 
Meetings are regularly held, and the business of the Board, which is more or less formal, is satisfactorily 
discharged. I regret to note that the Free Places offered attracted no applicants, The debt for main- 
tenance of Professors is being gradually reduced, and the financial position is steadily improving. 

St. Patricks College, Armagh. — The total school roll shows no change — the boarders having increased by 3, 
and the day boys being diminished by a similar number. A more exhaustive number was presented for 
examination this year than on the previous occasion, and, perhaps not unnaturally, the percentage of 
“ passes ” is somewhat lowered — 63 taking the place of 75. The results in English deserve a special 
word of praise. Latin has recovered fi’om the weakness noted last year, but Arithmetic and Algebra, 
as in so many other schools, proved fatal to many of tire pupils, Judging by the specimens submitted 
to me, Drawing is receiving more care than formerly, but I am sorry to observe that the extra time given 
to French last year is being withdrawn. The new buildings, which were in course of erection on the occasion 
of my former visit, are now completed and form a valuable addition to the premises. The unsatisfactoi-y 
condition of the large dormitory unfortunately still continues. 

III. Cavan Protestant Board oj Education. — Two changes have taken place in the constitution of this Board, 
Rev. E. D. Crowe representing the Select Vestry of Cavan in the place of the Mr. W. ,1. Pegan, resigned, and 
Rev. Mr. Spence, succeeding Rev. Mr. Coulter removed to another district, as the representative of ‘‘ the 
other denominations.” Meetings were regularly held and the provisions of the Scheme duly observed. 
The Board is handicapped for want of funds, the accounts for several years showing a substantial debit 
balance. This state of things it is proposed to remedy by means of local aid, and an energetic effort in 
this direction is at present being made. It is to be regretted that there were no candidates for the Free 
Places this year, as tlie pupils to whom they were awardsd last year have turned out very successfully. 

Cavan Royal School. — There has been little change either in the School roll or in the Intermediate results. 
The pupils number 33 as against 34 last year, the number presented for examination was 19 (an increase of 
3), and the percentage of " passes ” was 73 — the previous percentage being 75. The Middle and Junior 
Grade classes were very successful, there being no weak subject — not even Arithmetic and Algebra which 
proved fatal to so many of the schools. There were some failures in languages in the Preparatory grade, but 
that may alv,-ays be expected in this grade. A good spirit of work ig apparent, and order is well main- 
tained. The interior of the house is in good condition and splendidly kept, but the defective plaster on 
south-west corjier (exterior) should be seen to without delay, 

IV. Cavan Roman Catholic Board oj Education. — The Statutory Meetings were held, and the clerical members 
were regular in their attendance, but some of the lay members leave much to be desired — two having 
attended only once, and one not at all. The simple duties were faithfully discharged except in one par- 
ticular. A sum of £80 was voted from the Endowment towards the expenditure recently incurred in 
c(|uipping the college with electric light. This is contrary to section 57 of the Scheme, sub-section (6), 
whicli states that monies paid to a local Board out of the Royal School Endowments can be spent on 
School premises only when such premises are vested in the Commissioners or in the Local Board. St. 
Patrick’s is not so vested, and, accordinglyit will be necessary to refund this sum, which can then be expended 
on any of the other objects mentioned in the section. It is needless to say that in this transaction the 
Board acted in perfect good faith, but they overlooked the sub-section above referred to. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. — The number of boarders has increased from 58 to 64, but the number of day 
boys having been similarly decreased, the total roll is the same as that of last year, viz., 90. The per- 
centage of “ passes ” is 61 as compared with 44 on the previous occasion. This is a substantial increase 
which briirgs the results within measurable distance of the high position attained in some preceding year.“. 
The improvement would have been much more pronounced, liowever, were it not for the almost wholesale 
failures in Mathematics in the Middle and Junior grades, which are much to be regretted. The Senior 
grade pupils were particularly successful, all passed, and there were very few individual failures in any 
of the seven subjects taken. Englisli was more than creditable throughout. Classics, too, were good. 
I note with pleasure that it is no longer considered desirable to present the junior pupils in four languages, 
as the full programme was rather a tax for both professors and students, considering the comparatively 
raw state of many of the latter. The house is in splendid condition, much painting has been done, and 
the new baths and electric light bring it well up to date. 
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V. Doneqal ProteslanI Board of Education— 'S 'ko vacancies occuried on this Board during the year through 
the deaths of Captain Storey and Sir Artliur Wallace. Mr. 0. B. Stoney has been nominated by the Diocesan 
Council of Derry and Raphoe to succeed his father, but, so far, no successor has been appointed to Sh • 
Arthur Wallace who was a co-opted member, Thanks to the results of a very successful baxaar, held in 
August last, the finances of the Board are now in a satisfactory condition. After clearing the debit balance 
of £123, which existed at the close of last year, and discharging the costs incurred in defending the actioii 
brou"-ht by the late Headmaster, there will remain the substantial sum of £350, which should go a long way 
towards improving the state of the pre)nises. Five meetings were held during the year, and the attendance 
was satisfactory. , . , • , , , , 

Ra-phoe Royal School— h\ 1910-11 the school suffered through a change taking place in the lleadmastership 
in the middle of the year, but on the present occasion tlie results are much more satisfactory than they 
had been for vears prior to the change. The percentage of “ passes ” is 51, which compares very favourably 
with 26 in 1911 and 31 in 1910. Latin, which was weak last year, has recovered, and I am glad to note 
tliat more time is hein<r given to this subject than was formerly the case. French shows some weakness, 
so too Arithmetic and Algebra, but geometry was good throughout. The attendance of pupils is capable 
of improvement ; someting might be done to encourage greater regularity. The girls classroom, which 
so liadly needed attention, has been done up. otherwise the unsatisfactory condition of the premises re- 
mains unchanged. It is anticipated, however, that much important work will be undertaken during the 

YI. ])one(,al Romm CalMic Board of Education.— Poxn meetings were held, and. with the exception of one lay 
member who failed to attend a single meeting, the attendance was satisfactory— working out at 60 per 
cent. The duties of the Board are very light, but the provisions of the Scheme are duly observed. Father 
McCafferty, Adm., Letterkemiy, takes the place of Father Cannon, resigned on promotion to a parish. 

St Exilian’s. Lcllcrl-ennp. — Yet again does the school roll show an increase, and it now reaches the high level 
of 93 pupils of whom 74 are boarders— which is, under present arrangements, about as many residents 
as the house can conveniently accommodate. The number of " passes' is the same as last year (51), 
but as a sliuhtlv larger number was presented tor examination tliis year, the percentage is somewhat 
reduced-6T taking the place of 73. The Senior grade class was particularly suceessfu . but tliroughout 
the otlier grades .U-itlimetic and Algebra proved a fatal subject. Latin, Irish, and English were good all 
round • F^-encli was somewlnat weak, but only by comparison with the other subjects. Ihe domestic 
arrangements still receive tlie utmost attention, and the walls have recently been treated at a cost of 
£200. which it is hoped will remove the dampness referred to in previous reports, improved ventilation 
is badly needed in tlie out-door sanitary arrangements. ( i, , 

VII Fermanaqh Protestant Board- of Education.— Ow change has taken place in 'the constitution of the Boaid 
through the resignation of the Dean of Clogher in whose place Rev A. Webb has been appointed. That 
the members take an interest in tlieir work is proved by the fact that not less than eight meetings weie 
held, and b\- the further fact that the return of attendances is one of the best I have seen. Careful finance 
is still a cliaracterLstic of this Board. { i , • 

Enniskillen Roml Sef/oof.-There is a falling off of 16 on the roll, principally due to the reduction of 14 in 
the mimbei of boarders. Foi this reduction it is ditScult to account. The premises and sutronndings 
are ideal for the purpose of a Boarding Soliool, the house tvas never m better condition, .and the educational 
results-iiidged by tbe Intermediate Kst-liave for the last couple of years been ou the up grade. The 
percentaie of - passes " is similar to that of last year, yis. 73. Mathematics all round irere good and 
dill not show the weakness in Aritlimelic and Algebra so common in other schools. Latin “1“ ™'y 

creditable, but there were not a few failures m French and English. I M;as surprised to nnd that in the 
Commercial Class less than 50 per cent, of the pupils had been through the Intermediate. Unless tke basis 
of a fair education is laid, it will be hopeless to expect luiy very pronounced results. The mam biuldmg 
is in splendid condition, but the infirmary needs attention if only to preseiwe the structure. . 

Ladies- lolleqiate School, Enniskilhn.-i regi-et to find myself again unable to certify this schoo as 
“ qualified to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments, The conditions m which it has been

The debit balance 
shows s material reduction at the end of 1911, but it is to be home m mind that the income d»»l‘ 
includes two years' results fees. Assuming that these fees are maiiitained at the 191 1 S' ^ 

are iust livin'' within their income, and no provision is being made for the reduction of the existing debt. 
It is thus difficult to see where the extra £60. involved in the extended scheme of scholarships, is to come 

The roll consists solely of boarders, and it show's the substantml increase of 12, 
76 takin«' the place'of 64. As is usual in this school the full available Intermediate roll ( lO) wits presented 
for Saminatimi, of whom 41 passed. The percentage of “ passes ’ (58) is not so good as that of l^t 
v“ai {7D but tiie quality of the distinctions gained is highly creditable, and is reminiscent of the best 
days of St. Macarten’s. The Senior grade class was very successful, but in the other gaades there were a 
good mam- failures, Mathematics (except Arithmetic and Algebra m Mnldle grade), Irish, Science, and 
Emdish except in Preparatory grade) were very good, but Latin and French showed weakness. The 
g^Jod condition, much painting hat been done, and flowers lend colour to the exterior. 
Again I have to remark that more care might be paid to ventilation. , succeeded 

St. Michael’s, EnnisMllcn.-Rev. Bro. Noonan bavmg been transferred to 

in the lleadmastership by Rev. Bro. Kelly. The roll is somewhat s milai o that of 

Alis. On the date of my visit the sanitary arrangements were not in a satisfactory state. 
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IX. Tyrone Protcslanl Board of Education. — No change took place in the constitution of this Board during the 
year. Five meetings were held, four members put in the maximum number of attendances, but three 
members have only one attendance each to their credit — this leaves something to be desired. Much 
care is given to finance and the debit of last year now gives place to a small credit balance. Tlie premises 
generally are in a very fair state of repair. The windows constitute the most pressing need, and in this 
direction a start has been made, 12 new window frames having been inserted during the year. A laundry 
has been provided which it is expected will effect a saving in expenditure. 

Dunyannon Royal School. — The new Headmaster, Mr. Bingham, ha.s had a successfid year of office. The 
number on the roll has slightly decreased — (il taking the place of 65 — but the percentage of “ pa.sses ” 
has increased from 41 to 72. ilatlrematics are still very good, and Experimental Science is again pro- 
nounced Excellent. English and French, however, are somewhat weak. .A system of house scholar- 
sliips — two of £20 and two of £10 — has been introduced, which seems to have been successful in attracting 
promising material. Tlie record of the girls’ department is particularly satisfactory this year. There 
is absolutely no weak subject. Twelve pupils were presented for examination out of a possible fifteen, ten 
passed and there are only 3 f’s in individual subjects out of a total of 81 — a sure test of sound all-round 
teaching. 

X. Tyrone Roman Caiholic Board of Edticaiion. — No change has taken 2 >lace in the constitution of the Board. 
During .the year four meetings were held at which tire attendances were such as to establish a record for 
this Board — they work out at 80 per cent. It may be noted, too, that ijr strong contrast to recent years, 
no single member was disqualified for faulty attendance. The financial position is satisfactory, the debt 
has been cleared off, leaving on December 31st, last, a credit balance of £227, while the only pressing 
claims are (a , the state of the grounds surrounding the Academy, and (6) the colouring of some .of the 
interior walls. I should like to see the accounts for the previous year audited, and the accounts for the 
current year written up to date prior to the annual inspection, which usually takes place in Sejjtember. 

St. Patricide Academy, Btingannon. — The increase in the School roll recorded last year has not, I regret 
to say, been maintained, the substantial reduction of 10 having taken jfiace during the year — a reduction 
which this school could ill afford. The results in the boys’ school are creditable. The full available number 
(22) was presented, and 15 passed. Greek, Latin, and Mathematics were particularly successful, but 
i should like to see a larger number of pupils encouraged to take French. In the girls’ department the 
results are not so good as last year, the percoitage of ‘‘ passes ” having fallen from 65 to 60. But the 
only weak subjects were Latin and Geometry ; German and Irish were highly creditable. As to the 
premises, the buildings, being new, are in good condition, but it is desirable that the grounds should receive 
attention, and that the interior walls sliould be coloured.

Scheme No. 91.— Anne Hall Endowment, Lattone School. 

Progress has been made towards the completion of the works for tlie new school or class room. ] was 
unable to see the Manager of this School at my last visit. I purpose visiting the School again at an early 
date and I will make a special report on its condition, working and prospects.
